May it Please your Excellency, 

I respectfully beg to submit my Report, under the direction of 
the Right Honourable the Master of the Rolls, and pursuant to the 
24th section of the Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, on the pro- 
ceedings had during the year 1908 in connexion with the Public 
Records of Ireland. 

1. During the year 1909, the exceptional work thrown on this Office 
as a result of the Old Age Pensions Act (par. 5 and 7 of 41st Report) 
has continued with very little abatement. In addition to a large 
number of claimants who applied personally for evidence of their age. 
26,700 searches were made for applicants who made application through 
the post ; and in most eases evidence of age was found and furnished 
to the persons interested. 

2. In addition to the assistance thus given directly to the public, 
a number of Revenue Officers, about 20 on the average, were engaged 
throughout the year in making searches to aid the Pension Officers 
in verifying the ages of claimants for pensions. These officers, assisted 
by part of the Office searching staff, reinforced by temporary assistants 
whose employment was authorised by the Lords of the Treasury, 
made during the year over 150,000 searches. 

3. To deal with the permanent increase in the work of the Office, 
the Treasury has sanctioned the increase of the Office staff by three 
Supplementary Clerks, four Searchers, and one Boy Learner. One 
of the Searchers and the hoy are intended to increase the hands available 
for the work of Bookbinding and Repairing of Records. 
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4. The continued pressure caused by the exceptional duties has, I 
much regret, made necessary during 1909, the further postponement 
of much urgent work in the arrangement of Records and their indexing 
and calendaring. It has also made it imperative still to limit the 
facilities accorded to Literary Readers. 

5. During a great part of the year the work on Old Age Pensions 
searches could only be kept pace with by continuing daily this work 
before and after the time for which the Office is open to the public. 
The prolonged hours of service and exceptional pressure thrown upon 
the staff has been acknowledged by the Lords of the Treasury by the 
grant of certain gratuities and allowances to the searching staff, and 
to some of the officers. 

0. The receipt of Records during the year has been limited to small 
transfers from a few offices which would have been seriously inconveni- 
enced by further delay, or in which, owing to want of space, the records 
were exposed to injury. The following were received : —

19. One hundred and eighty- three certificates were granted for 
inspection of Records for literary purposes. Under these, 3,161 
volumes, records or files were produced for literary readers during 
the year. 

Arrangement and Preservation of Records. 

20. During the latter part of the year work was recommenced on the 
rearrangement of the Equity Exchequer Pleadings. The Bills 
1 January, 168.', to 30 May, 1694, and the Answers 1 January, 1687, to 
4 May, 1/01, were checked, stamped, arranged and parcelled. In 
all 115 parcels. 

21. The Bookbinding Department had to be closed during most of 
the year. 12 volumes of Records were bound, 6 Patent Rolls. 8 Original 
Wills, and considerable number of Returns of the Census of 1841 and 
1851 were repaired. 

Indexing and Calendaring. 

22. Work under this head was, owing to the pressure of current 
business, almost completely discontinued during 1909. A section 
of the Catalogue of Accounts appearing on the Pipe Rolls, carrying 
it to the end of the reign of Edward II., prepared in previous years, 
is printed as Appendix I. to this Report, 
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23. The series of “ Catholic Qualification Rolls ” having been found 
not readily available for reference, have been re-arranged by Mr. Thomas 
Morrissey, whose report on this collection is printed as Appendix II. 
These rolls contain the signatures of Roman Catholics appointed to 
office or admitted to the Franchise under the Acts 17 and 18 Geo. III. 
c. 49 (Irish), 33 Geo. III. c. 21 (Irish) and 10 Geo. IV. c. 7. 

Proceedinijs under Parochial Records Acts. 

24. The Registers of Baptisms, Marriages, and Burials of five parishes 
became attachable under 38 and 39 Vic. c. 59 by death or resignation 
of incumbents who had been in office in 1870 ; and warrants were 
signed for their transfer to this Office. One book of another parish 
discovered since the removal of its records has also been transferred.

Turdelagh Obren owes 393?. for having peace for himself and his retainers, 
for which lie delivered four hostages to Silvester le Ercedekne ; and Silvester 
and Richard his son answer for same hereunder in this account. 

Theobald le Botiller owes 1147?. 16s. 8d. as noted in roll a.r. xj., Ed. I , after 
the account of the Now Custom. 

The entire community of Co Typerary owes 251. for false judgment as notod 
in roll a.r. xxv. Ed. I. Paid 3Z. to said William the sheriff, and it owes 22?. 

Theobald le Botyller custos of the Castle of Roscre owes 5l. for the escape 
of John son of William. 

Theobald le Botiller owes 18? 6 s. 3d. for 22 services in respect of the army of 
Trestildermot in the time of Thomas son of Maurice, custos of Ireland. 

The Lady of Moyale owes 62a. at same time. 

Edmond le Botiller owes 110Z. relief for his lands at the Nanagh and elsewhere 
in Co. Typerary, and at Carkenlys in Co. Lymerick. 

John son of Richard le Blound and others noted in roll a.r. xxviij. Ed. I. ac- 
count for 17Z. 10s. because they had not Roger Euyas, accused of the murder 
of Thomas Brun, who rendered himself out of a church ; and Thomas de St. 
Jolm and Robert Maunsel shall answer for them if they do not suffice. 

Paid 10s. to said William the sheriff and they owe 17?. 

Walter Maunsel chief serjeant, John le Jeofne, Alexander Trauer3 and Ralph 
C'riks, sub-serjeants, Co. Tipperary account for 135. Ad. because they levied, 
by pretence, the fee of Walter le Bret sheriff. 

Paid said William the sheriff 3s. 4d. and they owe 10s. accounted for at foot 
of this account. 

Edmund le Botiller brother and heir of Theobald le Botiller owes 13s. Ad. 
because when attached he came not. 

The community of Co. Typerary, except the market towns, account for 63?. 
subsidy granted to the Iving for his Scotch war. Paid said William the sheriff 
51. and there is due 63?. 

Brother Richard de Kixebi prior of the Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem in 
Ireland owes 51. for false claim. 

Schewer Odonegan accounts for 2?. fine. Paid 1?. to W T illiam the sheriff and 
he owes IZ. 

Reymund Lercedekne owes 21. because he is not yet a knight. 

James Ketyng owes 94Z. fine for trespass, and has put his manor of Deregraue 
into the King’s hand as security.

Henry Salle, provost of Cashel accounts for 4Z. 13s. 4 d. for defective watch. 
Paid said William the sheriff IZ. 18s. and he owes 21. 15s. 4 d. 

Richard de Suttoun accounts for 4 1. because he did not take the Ketyngs 
and other felons and robbers in his bailiwic, indicted. 

Paid said William the sheriff 6a. 8d., and he owes 3?. 13s. 4d. 

Herbert de Mareys accounts for 4 Z 13s. 4d. because he is not yet a knight. 
Paid said William the sheriff 21., and he owes 21. 13s. 4d. 

The community of Co. Tvperary account for 07 1. 18a. 7 because they were 
unwilling or ignorant to record how many and who were outlawed by the exigents 
delivered by the Justices of the Eyre before this, or in the meantime ; and for 
divers defaults. To be assessed, according to the advice of John Wogan, by the 
sheriff and four of the lawful knights of the county on each tenant according 
to his ability'. 

Paid 21. Os. 4 d. to William the sheriff, and it owes 65Z. 18s. 3 id. 

John de Cogan owes 3Z. tis. 8 d. rent of a knight’s fee at Clounagb’ygh for Easter 
term, a.r. xxx. Ed. I. 

Thomas Obren owes 4 7. 13s. id. fine for trespass, by surety of Reymund le 
Ereedekne. 

Edmund le Botiller owes 20Z. for relief in respect of 4 services from his land 
of Athryni in Connaght, by the surety noted in roll a.r. xxxj. Ed. I. 

The Bishop of Ivilialoe owes 15s. rent of 3 carucates of land at Cron for Easter 
term, a.r. xxvij. Ed. I. 

Richard de Burgo, Earl of Ulster, owes 2 marks rent of the Manor of Tyrnaglas 
for same term. 

Thomas de Cantewell owes 21. rent of 3 carucates of the land of DromynWyr 
for same term. 

Richard de Burgo, Earl of Ulster owes 1Z. 6s. 8 d. rent of Glenlcyn for same 
term. 

Walter Maunsel chief -serjeant and the community of the town of Fythmotlian 
and Burgageferne owe 3Z. Cs. 8cZ. for an escape. 

Account of sums due in respect of services for the army of Castle Keyvin 
in'the time of P. de Gauastoun, earl of Cornwall, lieutenant of the King in Ireland, 
from Richard de Burgo, Theobald Butler, and the Lady' of Moyaluy 
Entries of various sums due in respect of estreats, &c. 

Richard Ketyng serjeant of Iuewyn accounts for 6 marks fine for trespass, by 
security' of Ralph de Kerdyf and Richard le Waleys. Paid the said William 
the sheriff 2Z., and he owes 2Z. 

Richard le Poer, sheriff, accounts for issues of various lands taken into the King’s 
hand at the suit of David, Bishop of Killaloe, the Prior of the Hospital of St. 
John without the New Gate, Dublin, &c., until it should be known whether 
there had been collusion. 

Reymund Lercedekene accounts for various sums specified in this account 
amounting to 499Z. 105. Pardoned 300?. for good service and paid 44Z. into the 
treasury ; he owes 155Z. 16a. 

The said John the sheriff accounts for various sums specified in this account 
amounting to 8SZ. 13s. 9 d. ' 

Payments into treasury and allowances amount to 63Z. 1b. 8cZ. and he owes 
25Z. 6s. Id. 

The allowances include 1 61. Which, [by order of] Roger de Mortuo Mari, lieutenant 
of the King, and the Council of Ireland, he delivered to Edmund le Botiller 
late justiciar of Ireland out of the issues of said county', in Michaelmas term, 
a.r. xij.,in part pay-ment of 50 marks, pai*t of 200 marks (bey'ond his fee of 500Z.) 
granted* to said Edmund for wages and expenses in connection with his expe- 
dition to Lodene to encounter the Scotch and Irish felons, enemies of the Kiug ; 
costs of messengers to various magnates and sheriffs, & c. 

The said William the Sheriff is accountable for various sums specified in this 
account amounting to 697Z. 13s. 3i. 
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Payments into treasury and allowances amount to G40Z. Us. 3 ±d. and he owes 
58*. 18s. ll|d- 

The allowances include payments to Thomas de Warilowe who went to Co. 
Tipperary to see what debts to the King were in arrear, and to speed the King's 
affairs in same county and Co. Limerick ; 10*. to John de Bilbourno for a horse 
lost in the district of Dundalk in the King’s service, in company of Edmund le 
Bo tiller. Justiciar of Ireland, when encountering the Scotch enemies of the King; 
wages, costs of messengers to magnates and sheriffs, &c. 

The said Walter the sheriff accounts for various sums specified in the account 
amounting to 51 1Z. 18s. 2 $d. 

Payments into treasury and allowances amount to 45Z. 6s. 9 Ad. and he owes 
466Z. Us. o\d. 

The allowances include 2Z. 10s. paid to William de la Marche one of the 
chamberlains of the exchequer, Dublin, and William Spynell merchant, who went 
to the districts of Ros and Waterford to buy and procure wines for the war of 
Offaly. 

The said Richard the sheriff accounts for various sums specified in this account 
amounting to 220Z. 8s. 5$d. 

Paid 20Z. into the treasury and he owes 200?. 8s. 5%d. 

The said John the sheriff accounts 25Z. 6s. Id. arrears of his account as above. 

Allowed 201. paid to William de Monte, receiver, and he owes 51. 6s. Id. 

Richard le Poer, sheriff, owes an account of the profit of the county from 
Michaelmas a.r. vj. to the octave of Michaelmas a.r. vij. : Walter le Bret, sheriff, 
from thence to 19 Dec. following : William son of Richard, sheriff, from 19 Dec. 
a.r. vij. to 16 July a.r. xj. : John de Penbrok, sheriff, from thence to 20 Nov. 
a.r. xij. 

Walter Maunsel chief serjeant accounts for various sums wherewith he is 
debited during the period of the account amounting to 347Z. 5s. 7 Id. 

This amount was paid to William archbishop of Cashel, for good service, by 
order of the King ; and Walter is quit. 

This account gives a very complete idea of the duties of a serjeant, for Walter 
was often fined, and all the fines are entered in the account. 

Henry Haket, sheriff of Co. Tipperary, accounts for the arrear of his account 
amounting to 620Z. 14s. lOJd. 

Paid into the treasury 6Z. 13s. 4d. and allowed him 100Z. for good sendee to 
the King’s father and himself, as well as for sums of money charged against him 
for forfeited chattels which could not be levied on account of the war in said 
county. Sum 106Z. 13s. 4cZ., and he owes 5I4Z. Is. Glff. 

Many fines are recorded against him for wrongful acts and omissions, and the 
account illustrates many of the misdeeds of a sheriff at that date. 

William Archbishop of Cashel accounts for various sums charged against 
Maurice, Archbishop of Cashel, his predecessor and himself, amounting to 
35Z. 6s. 8<f. 

Allowed him a sum of SI. 18 s. noted as overpaid in roll a.r. vj., and he owes 
26Z. 8s. 8cZ. 

Wards and Escheats. — Account of Edmund Hakeluyt, escheator 
of Ireland, from 14 May a.r. x. to Monday after tlie feast of St. Laurence 
the martyr a.r. xiij . 

Land of Henry Judas. — He accounts for 9s. 7 M. rent and issues of the lauds 
which belonged to Henry Judas and Walter Russel at Dungarvan, Co. Waterford, 
in the King’s hand on account of the minority of Thomas son of Maurice, a custody 
within a custody, Michaelmas term a.r. xj. to Michaelmas term a.r. xij. inclusive, 
when he delivered said lands with others to Alexander, Archbishop of Dublin, 
to hold until the said Archbishop should receive 200 marks from the issue of all 
the lands. Said 200 marks were granted to him to meet his expenses in exercising 
the office of justiciar of Ireland. 

Lands of Roger de Messyngtoun in Meath. He accounts for 15s. rent and 
issues of a carucate of land held by Robert de Bordesale of said Roger, in the 
King’s hand for the terms aforesaid until delivered to said Archbishop as afore- 
said. 
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Lands of Thomas le Treour. — He accounts for 31. rent and issues of lands 
which belonged to Thomas in Connaught during period of account. 

Kilsaughan, Co. Dublin. — He accounts for Is. 4 %d. rent and issues of lands 
and tenements of Robert de Bree there, held of the King in capite, a custody 
within a custody, for the terms aforesaid, before they were delivered to said 
Archbishop as aforesaid. 

Couxmaksawery, Co. Waterford. — He accounts for 31. 1 la. 5 d. rent of demesnes, 
meadow, and pasture, which belonged to Peter de Bruys there, who held in 
capite, in the King's hand during the minority of his heir, rents of free tenants, 
weirs, &c. ; and 20s. increment. Said premises were delivered to Richard son 
and heir of said Peter, by writ received on 14 Sep. a . r . xij. Sum 41. 11s. 5 d . — 
from this deduct 2s. rent allowed to the master of the Knights of the Temple, 
for 16 acres of the demesnes for one year, and there remains 41. 9 s. 5 d .

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Paid 7Z. 10s. into the treasury, allowed GZ. 13s. 4 d. to replace a horse lost when 
going through Munster on the King’s service, performing his office, and allowed 
the balance for his labour and expenses, and ho is quit. 

Dublin Castle, King’s Mills. Master Robert Lenginour, farmer 
of tie King’s Mills near Dublin Castle, accounts for 29 1. Is. 7 %d. arreai 
as above noted. 

Allowed 8Z. 8s. 6 d. expended as well in timber and boards bought to repair the 
mills, as in mill stones during the 7 years he held them ; 2 1. in the construction 
of the mills and for nails bought for said mills ; 1Z. 13s. 4cZ. farm of the mills for 
one quarter of a year, during which he could receive no profit by reason of the 
building of a new stone wall near the pool of the mills. Sum 12Z. Is. 10cZ., and he 
owes 16Z. 19s. 9£d. 

Accounting for this, and 4Z. 5s. 3 d. arrears of his account of the farm of Leixlip, 
as noted above, he owes 21Z.

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CATHOLIC QUALIFICATION ROLLS. 

The “ Catholic Qualification Rolls ” were so called because they 
contained the names of those Catholics who took certain oaths pre- 
scribed by law in order to the enjoyment of various rights, offices, and 
privileges. 

The Statute 13 and 14, Geo. III., Ir., c. 35 (entitled “ An Act to enable 
his Majesty’s subjects of whatever persuasion to testify their allegiance 
to him ”) enacted that from and after the 1st June, 1774, any Catholic 
might take and subscribe the oath and declaration set out in the 
Act. This oath might be taken before the Judges of the King s 
Bench, or before any Justice of the Peace or Magistrate in the county, 
city, or town where such Catholic resided, and lists of the persons 
so taking and subscribing the oath were to be sent every year within 
twenty-one days after the 1st December to the Clerk of the Privy 
Council. There is a bundle of those lists amongst the records of the 
Privy Council Office (4Q.19o.16). There is also in the same collection 
a book described as the Test book, 1775-6, in which the lists were 
entered up (1E.15.93). This book contains just over fifteen hundred 
names (practically all of residents in Leinster and Munster), so that 
the Act would not seem to have been generally availed of. 

About four years later an Act “ for the relief of his Majesty s subjects 
of this kingdom professing the popish religion was passe , w ic 
relieved Catholics from restrictions on the enjoyment and disposition 
of landed property imposed by earlier statutes (1/ and o *eo. 
c. 49, Ir.), No one was to benefit by this Act unless he had previously 
taken and subscribed the oath prescribed by the Act of 13 and 14 beo. 
III., either in some one of the Four Courts, Dublm, or at the Quarter 
Sessions of the peace for the County of Dublin or before the going 
Judge of Assize in open Court (Section III.). Section I • Piy 1 e 
that the rolls of names of those who subscribed the oath should be sent 
every year to be deposited in the Rolls Office. It was from t a cu ® ° - 
that the collection of rolls under notice was transmitted to this umce 
shortly after its foundation. The rolls for the Courts o ancery, 
King’s Bench and Common Pleas are preserved, hut there do not seem 
to be any extant for the Court of Exchequer, if indee any sue ev 
existed. There are also rolls for the Leinster, the North East and th 
North West circuits, as well as for the Kihnamham (Co. Dublin) Quarter 
Sessions. The rolls for the Munster and Connaught cixcui s are 
found arranged under the respective counties to which ey re a 

This arrangement by comities became general after 1793, when 
a further Act (33 Geo. III., c. 21, Ir.) was passed for the relief of his 
Majesty’s Popish or Roman Catholic subjects of le “ ' ^ . 
measure Catholics obtained inter alia the right to vote at Par ^ m ®^ ar y 
elections, and it was enacted by Section VII. that all persons, before 
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deriving any benefit under the Act, should take and subscribe not only 
the oath prescribed by 13 and 14 Geo. III., c. 35, but also another oath 
and declaration which is given in this Act. These oaths might be 
taken as well in any of the Four Courts or at Assizes, as also at the 
General Sessions of the peace for any county, city or borough where 
the party resided. The rolls, as before, were to be sent every year to 
the Rolls Office, there to remain of record. For several years after the 
passing of this Act the series is complete for practically all the counties ; 
the rolls supplying the place to some extent of the registers of voters 
of modern days ( vide 51 Geo. III., c. 77). This was the period when the 
Catholic forty shilling freeholders became such a powerful factor in 
political life ; these rolls show in what numbers they were admitted 
to the franchise. 

The Catholic Emancipation Act of 1829 (10 Geo. IV. c. 7), substituted 
for the oaths before prescribed, a single oath to be taken by Catholics 
on becoming Members of Parliament, being admitted to various 
offices, voting at Parliamentary elections, &c., but did not expressly 
direct the rolls to be forwarded to the Rolls Office. As a consequence 
apparently the rolls after that date are preserved, in the case of a large 
number of counties, with the collections of the Clerks of the Peace. 

After 1840 the rolls are few in number, and some twenty years later 
the legislature abolished this special oath for Catholics. A series of 
statutes — particularly the Parliamentary Oaths Act, 1866, the Office 
and Oath Act, 1867, and the Promissory Oaths Act, 1868 — simplified 
the law on the subject, and appointed short forms of oaths to be taken 
by all persons, irrespective of religion, on the various occasions indi- 
cated, such as taking one’s seat as Member of Parliament, assuming 
Judicial or other office, &c. 

Appended is a list showing the rolls sent here from the Rolls Office. 
As mentioned already, other rolls are as a rule to be found with the 
Clerk of the Peace collections for the different counties.

APPENDIX III. 


Regulations made by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
concerning the Gratuitous Admission of Literary Inquirers to the 
State Papers, Records, and Documents in the Record Tower, Dublin 
Castle. 

13 th January, 1893, as amended 9th December, 1909. 

1st. — Applicants shall address a letter of application to the Keeper of the 
State Papers, stating generally the object of their research, and shall also, if 
needful, attend the Keeper of the State Papers personally thereon, and give 
such further explanation as may be required ; and thereupon the Keeper of 
the State Papers shall, if satisfied with the statement and explanation, issue 
permission in writing empowering the applicant, or any trustworthy Agent or 
Transcriber on his behalf, to inspect all State Papers, Records, and Documents, 
and their Indices, and also to make copies or extracts, without payment of 
fees. 

2ndly. — All applications before mentioned shall be entered in a book, and 
be reported to the Lord Lieutenant once a year. 

3rdly. — A Book shall be kept, in which the Keeper of the State Papers shall 
enter a note or particular of the State Papers, Records, or Documents called 
for, inspected, or used by the applicants. This Book is to be considered as con- 
fidential, and not to be shown to the Public without the express permission of 
the Lord Lieutenant or Chief Secretary. 

4thly. — In case of any impropriety of conduct or abuse of the privilege, the 
Keeper of the State Papers shall forthwith withdraw the permission granted, and 
report the same to the Lord Lieutenant or Chief Secretary. 

5thly. — -The Keeper of the State Papers shall not be required to examine, 
correct, or certify any copy or extract made or taken by the applicant, but the 
applicant may, with the help of his Agent or Transcriber, examine the same 
with the Record. 

6thly . — No applicant can be authorised to inspect any State Paper, Record, 
or Document in the State Paper Department, Dublin Castle, bearing date subse- 
quent to the 3 1st December, 1837, without the special written permission of the 
Lord Lieutenant or Chief Secretary. 

Applicants will understand that the Keeper of the State Papers and persons 
employed in the Record Tower are not permitted to act as Record Agents, so 
that it will not be possible for the officers to assist them beyond the production 
of the Documents, and giving a general explanation, if needed, of their character 
and nature. 
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
